The first convict ship for two. years left 
the Ile de Ré (France) last month for 
the penal settlement in Guiana, The 
La.’ Martiniere had’ on board 
340 convicts, and some surprise was cx- 
pressed that convicts should still~be sent 
overseas in view. of the decision of M 
Herriot’s Government to’ suppress what 
ig called, the ‘“bagne.”. It was a book 
written by Albert Londres on the life 
of convicts at the overseas pena} seftle- 
ments that led to the decision to suppress 
them, following on manifestations of 
nublic indignation. The penitentiary 
administration was severely criticised in 
the Chamber, and there was a feeling: of 
relief when the-nnnouncement was made 
that the régime would come to an end.
